Washington, April 25.—The House 
late today adopted the Senate reso­ 
lution for the registration for mili­ 
tary service of young men who have 
reached the age of 21 years since 
June 5 last. 
An amendment offered by Repre­ 
sentative Hull of Iowa, and adopted 
119 to 81, provides that men register­ 
ed under the draft bill shall be plac­ 
ed at the bottom of the classes to 
which they may be assigned. 
The house sustained the military 
committee in striking out a provision. 
of the bill as it passed the senate 
which would exempt from registra­ 
tion those eligibles who have entered 
medical or divinity schools since June 
5 last. 
Representative Kahn of California, 
ranking Republican on the military 
committee told the house the propos­ 
ed new registration would place from 
500,000 to 700,000 new registrants 
available for military service. 
In that connection he recalled that 
Germany recently called into service 
its class of 1919 consisting of approx­ 
imately 550,000 men.

THE SECOND OFFENSIVE. 
The second attempt of the Ger­ 
mans to push westward 
and 
take 
Ameins is making slow' progress, in 
fact is making little progress at all. 
The punch that Germany put into 
the first drive through the British 
fifth army is not there any more, for 
the means of communication and the 
reserves are not so readily at hand. 
It begins to appear more evident day 
by day that Hindenburg threw his 
armies into this part of he line, de­ 
termined to break through at any 
cost. 
By hurling row upon row of 
men against the allied lines, he was 
able to smash through, sever the 
French and British and for a mo­ 
ment it appeared that the two arm­ 
ies w'ould not be able to join again. 
It was at this point that the French 
and British proved their resourceful- 
ness«and proved that they cannot be 
whipped by the Germans. 
By a dash that was little less than 
marvelous the French got in front of 
the advancing Germans, joined hands 
with the 
British 
on 
the 
north, 
brought up the artillery, and before 
Hindenburg 
could 
get 
ready 
to 
drive further westward, his path had 
been blocked. Now time has been giv­ 
en for the transportation facilities 
west of the tow n to be put in shape 
for a surrender of more territory if 
necessary. 
That a surrender of more territory 
at this time looks doubtful. 
The 
Germans are in a dangerous position 
both in the Amiens salient and in the 
Ypres salient. They must light for­ 
ward or before long retrace their 
steps, abandon territory won by the 
sacrifice of a half million or more 
men.

There was never a nation placed 
more squarely between the devil and 
the deep, deep sea than poor little 
Holland. She has long 
feared 
the 
greed of Germany which has had 
covetous eyes on the Dutch seaports 
and harbors, but has made every ef. 
tort to remain neutral and above all 
not offend her barbarous neighbor. 
To this end Dutch ships were mostly 
taken from the seas until the allies 
seized them and put them back into 
service. Holland protested bitterly 
against the seizure, but 
this 
was 
probably done more to placate Ger­ 
many than for any 
other 
reason. 
Now comes the Hun and demands the 
right to transport his troops and war 
supplies across Che little country to 
Belgium. To yield would bring the 
Dutch nation into the position of a 
vassal of the kaiser and the stopping 
of intercourse with the allies With 
the consequence of facing famine. To 
refuse might mean to share the fate 
of Belgium, hence the grave situa­ 
tion confronting the nation. To date 
no inclination to yield to the unwar­ 
ranted demands of the Huns has been 
manifest. 


HOLLAND WITH THE ALLIES. 
That would sound mighty good if 
it were true, and why may it not be 
true? Y'ou hear people say they pity 
Holland. Of course they pity her, 
just as they pity Belgium, France, 
England, the United States or a d ­ 
nation at war. It is true Holland is 
in a peculiar place, situated beside a 
neighbor that respects neither the 
property nor the wife and daughters 
of his next door neighbor or his clos­ 
est relative. 
But why should that 
fact keep Holland from doing what 
she know-s is right? 
It is said Germany has sent an ul­ 
timatum to Holland, demanding the 
right to transport war materials over 
Holland’s railroads and through Hol­ 
land’s canals. 
If Holland permits 
such to be done, it is practically the 
same as declaring war upon the al­ 
lies, for it is a clear breach of neu­ 
trality. Holland sympathy and ideals 
are pro-ally. For her to side with 
Germany would mean that she mere­ 
ly fears the German army. Little Bel­ 
gium met the foe like a man, and lf 
Holland does less the nation will re­ 
ceive and deserve the contempt of 
the free nations of the world. It is 
up to Holland to show the world that 
she is ready to fight for what she 
knows is right. 


THEY KNOW’ NOT—TEACH THEM. 
This is a time that tries men’s 
souls. 
More than one man has met 
his death at the hands of the mobs 
as a result of something he had said 
or done, relative to the war. 
W'e 
.cannot condemn too strongly those 
who are not willing to roll up their 
sleeves, dig in and put their last ef­ 
fort and dollar into the mighty strug­ 
gle. 
But at 
the 
same 
time 
we 
must not forget that we sometimes 
carry our enthusiasm too far. A man 
with a son in the army does not 
hestftate to take care of those here at 
home, who appear to him to be dis­ 
loyal. 
We must 
sympathize 
with 
him, but there are chances of carry­ 
ing a thing so far that regret after­ 
wards will be the result. 
Oftentimes what is said or done is 
in ignorance. Only a few days ago we 
had occasion to show a man that he 
was wrong in regard to the draft 
law, and that he would get the same 
rights that the richest boy in the 
countr ywould get. That man is now 
doing all he can for the war.

15.— (Corres­ 
pondence of The Associated Press) — 
People are dying of hunger in the 
streets of the large towns of Persia, 
notably in Hamadan and Senne, says 
a 
dispatch from Kazvin to the 
Rostovskaya Rech. 
“The spectre of famine has become 
a fearful reality,” the correspondent 
wj*ote. “To pass through two or three 
streets in Hamadan 
or Senne Is 
enough to come upon two or three 
dead bodies. Here and there may be 
groups of women 
mourning over 
their dead. Here is a ‘beggar woman 
—a mother with two children; one 
of them a baby in arms, is dead, and 
near the mother, on the ground is 
another child dying. 
The mother 
herself is already motionless, with a 
frozen, 
untintelligent 
stare. 
The 
Persians, seeing that a human being 
is “really” dying, shove some bread 
into the dying woman’s mouth, but 
the belated help, of course, does not 
save her life. “The poor villagers 
throng from the 
villages 
to 
the 
towns hoping in vain to be fed there. 
"Even in Kazvin, this more or less 
well-to-do town, it has more than 
once fallen to the lot of your cor­ 
respondent to take 
up 
from 
the 
streets people stripped 
hare, 
who 
from exhaustion have been unable to 
move. Mothers sell their daughters, 
still mere children, in order to se­ 
cure a crust of bread; wives of poor 
men are given to the rich that their 
families may be maintained. 
“In Hamadan, a few days 
ago, 
sparks of a hunger riot broke out, 
and it was only the presence of Rus­ 
sian troops that stopped the move­ 
ment, that was ready to embrace the 
whole country with Its flames. 
“There is a report that Kuchik 
Khan, that freebooters’ chief, who 
lives in the forests near Resht, and 
has, under arms, about 30,000 mount 
ed men is only waiting to raise a re­ 
volt till the Russian troops leave. 
“While trying to organize among 
the Persians, public aid for the starv­ 
ing, I am brought up against either 
the Persians* indifference or their 
government that is made impotent 
by bribery and corruption, of a truly 
Oriental character. 
“The misery is almost irremedi­ 
able.”

LIEUT. FRANK MCCAIN 
WRITES FROM ITALY. 
Mrs. L. J. McCain is in receipt of 
the following letter from her son, 
Lieut. Frank McCain, who is an in­ 
structor at the Italian aviation camp 
at Goggia; a town in Southern Italy. 
Foggia, Italy, March 23, 1918. 
My Dear Mother; 
For almost a week I have not writ­ 
ten to ancone. 
I have tried ‘to get 
doWn to write to you and ethers, blit 
kept waiting until a more favorable 
time. There has been no reason for 
this, for I have had much spare time. 
In fact, I have' done very little for 
two months. 
At present there con­ 
siderable signs of activity, due, pos­ 
sibly, to the new German offensive 
which started in'Flanders yesterday. 
We are sending some men away 
from here tonight. 
They are men 
who have chosen a different kind of 
machine and that (along with the 
German offensive) is perhaps the rea­ 
son for their departure at this time. 
I am preparing for a different type 
of machine, a much larger one, so I 
shall continue my training here ofr 
some time. 
This pleases me very 
well just now, but hope to move be­ 
fore long. 
Men are packing their trunks on all 
sides of me. 
Some 
methodically, 
others as I would—^haphazardly. 
The time element means nothing 
to the class of Italians around us. 
Ninety-nine per cent of the Italian 
soldiers around here are very stupid, 
and it takes them three or four times 
as long to do anything as it shouljl. 
For that reason one can have them 
do almost anything for a little of 
nothf n& They receive only two cents 
a day for their soldier pay, so you 
can understand how cheap their ser­ 
vices ars. 
It is still very cool here even this 
late in March. Today a stiff breeze 
is blowing a cool moisture off the 
Adriatic Sea. 
I shall try to write more soon.

Oar New Food Habits. 
That the campaign of conservation 
and elimination necessitated by the 
was is teaching the people of this 
country new food habits which are 
an improvement upon our former 
menus is the belief of Mildred Mad- 
docks. domestic science expert, and 
director of Good Housekeeping In- 
i stitute. She interprets several of the 
1 recommendations of the Food 
Ad- 
| ministration as follows: 
"You are asked to substitute oth­ 
er cereals for wheat. 
In selecting 
«them choose corn preparations, toast­ 
ed, flaked, grits, hominy, samp, corn 
I meal, and hulled corn. Use rice eith- 
! er puffed, brown or plain. Use barley, 
flaked or cracked, and all the forms 
of oatmeals and rolled oats. 
"In selecting breads, remember, if 
you buy them that the baker has al­ 
ready followed the war formula, so 
you need only use the loaves with no 
waste, and your obligations will be 
met. But if you make bread in your 
own home, use one cup of barley, 
rye, or corn flour to 
every three 
cups of barley, rye or corn flour to 
every three cups of wheat flour. 
‘ Yeast bread is an impossibility with­ 
out some wheat flour, so far the 
wheatless days use the quick breads 
leavened with baking powder that 
can be made entirely without wheat. 
"In selecting meat, buy enough for 
the ample nourishment of your fam­ 
ily. Do not attempt a vegetarian plan 
with growing children, although for 
adults it will prove safe enough. 
Fpods that have real meat valne, and 
that may be substituted to a large ex­ 
tent for meat. are eggs, cheese, milk 
beans, soy beans, peas, fish and cer­ 
eals. 
"In buying poultry, remember that 
fowl and heavy kuinea 
hens and 
heavy geese represent more food val­ 
ue for the money than chicken, guin­ 
ea "keets" that often masquerade as 
game, or ducklings. 
‘There are now excellent substi­ 
tutes for butter. Use the animal and 
vegetable margarins especially for 
adults, leaving the real butter al­ 
lowance for the children. In cooking 
use fats, whether animal or vege­ 
table, sparingly and with judgment. 
Some of the newer fats that house­ 
keepers are becoming familiar with 
are the cotton-seed oils and harden­ 
ed cotton-seed fats, the peanut oils 
and the cocanut oils, and hardened 
fats. 
"Deep frying is more economical 
of fat than sauteing. It is not too 
much to ask every Kitchen Soldier 
to throw away her saute pan, spider 
or frying pan (all three names are 
used for the same utensil,) at least 
until the end of the war. By that time 
it will be safe to say she will never 
return it to service. 
‘The sugar situation is easing con­ 
siderably, but canning time is ap­ 
proaching, therefore continue the use 
of sirups in quantity in order to con­ 
serve sugar for canning In which it 
is not easy to use substitutes. 
"And finally and most important of 
all: Adopt a tolerant attitude of mind 
In facing new conditions, that will 
enable you to accept and nae the new 
foods as they come on the market, 
giving them' at least the one fair 
trial that they deserve." 


No Core for Fowl Cholera. 
"There Is no cure that I know of 
for fowl cholera." says rofessor H. E. 
Embleton of A. and M. College. "My 
recommendation would be to kill off 
and burn or deeply bury all of the 
affected birds. 
"If your poultry house is station­ 
ary, or if the birds are In the habit 
of roosting in one spot, I should see 
to it that there is a change made so 
that the birds get on fresh ground. 
I would build a colony house with 
runners underneath it so that this 
colony house could be moved around 
next year. Before moving the boose 
I would disinfect it thoroughly with a 
IO per cent solution of sheep or cat­ 
tle dip. A little potassium perman­ 
ganate In the water, just enough to 
give it a good pink color, would help 
materially as a preventive with the 
well birds."

GAN O M COMMISSIONS

men enlisting In the navy or enroll­ 
ing in the naval reserve may win a 
commission if he can pass the rigid 
professional and physic*! tests of the 
navy, according to an announcement 
made by the navy recruiting service 
at Kansas City today. 
AU naval recruits are now eligible 
for what the navy calls officer mater­ 
ial classes. 
The reuqirements are 
at least on month in the navy, be­ 
tween 21 and 30 years of agfe, educa­ 
tion equivalent to at least completion 
of high school course,, including trig­ 
onometry and knowledge of logar­ 
ithms, and fitness to lead men. 
Selections 
for 
officer 
material 
schools are not made at recruiting 
stations. 
Men wishing to try for 
navy commissions must enlist or en­ 
roll in the regular way and take their 
chances of being designated. If they 
are not designated or fail to qualify 
they will not be discharged from na­ 
val service but made petty officers 
and retained in service until the end 
of the war. 
They wilt not be bar­ 
red from entering a later class at 
the officers* school however.

Washington, April 25.—Versailles 
chosen as the meeting place for the 
Allied War Conference, which is to 
weld the armies and navies of the 
nations, arrayed against the Central 
Powers, into compact fighting bodies, 
is a spot rich in historic events. 
Through its lights and shadows and 
the vast halls of the stately palaces 
of Louis XIV, have walked men and 
women whose names will live as 
long as history itself.

been held solemn conferences at 
which great wars have been ended 
and the very fate of nations and 
states determined. 
There in 1789 Marie Antoinette 
faced the wild mobs of the French 
Revolution, there in 1871 the father

of Paris. 
Significant too is the recollection 
that the site where American repre­ 
sentatives now are co-operating with 
England ’ and 
France there was 
signed in 1782 the preliminary 
treaty ending the American Revolu­ 
tion.

near the mother, on the ground is 
another child dying.

the following letter from her son, 
Lieut. Frank McCain, who is an in- 
structor at the Italian aviation camp 
at Goggia; a town in Southern Italy. 


Foggia,-Italy, March 23, 1918. 


My Dear Mother: 
' For almost a week I have not writ- 
ten to anyone. 'I have tried 'to get 
down to'-write to you and athers, biit 
kept waiting until a more favorable 
time. There has been no reason for 
this, for I have had much spare time. 
In fact, I have" done very little for 
two months. At present there con- 
siderable signs of activity, due, pos- 
sibly, to the new German offensive 
which started In "Flanders yesterday. 


W« are sending spine men away 


from here tonight. 
They are men 


who have chosen a different kind of 
machine and that (along with the 
German offensive) is perhaps the rea- 
son for their departure at this time. 
I am preparing for a different type 
of machine, a much larger one, so I 
shall continue my training here ofr 
some time. 
This pleases me very 


well just now, but hope to move be- 
fore long.'

Our Xew Food Habits. 


That the campaign of conservation 


and elimination necessitated by the 
was is teaching the people of this 
country new food habits which are 
an improvement upon 
our 
former 


menus is the belief of Mildred Mad- 
docks, domestic science expert, and 
director of Good Housekeeping In- 
stitute. She interprets several of the 
recommendations of the Food 
Ad- 


ministration as follows: 


"You are asked to substitute, oth- 


er cereals for wheat. 
In 
selecting 


them choose corn preparations, toast- 
ed, flaked, grits, hominy, samp, corn 
meal, and hulled corn. Use rice eith- 
er puffed, brown or plain. Use barley, 
flaked or cracked, and all the forms 
of oatmeals and rolled oats. 


"In selecting breads, remember, if 


you buy them that the baker has al- 
ready followed the war formula, so 
•you need only use the loaves with no 
waste, and your obligations will be 
met. 
But if you make bread in your 


own home, use one cup of barley, 
rye, or corn flour to 
every 
three 


cups of barley, rye or corn flour to 
every three cups of 
wheat 
flour. 


Yeast bread is an impossibility with- 
out some wheat flour, so far the 
wheatless days use the quick breads 
leavened with baking powder that 
can be made entirely without wheat. 


"In selecting meat, buy enough for 


the ample nourishment of your fam- 
l\y'. (Do not attempt a vegetarian plan 
with growing children, although for 
adults It will prove safe enough. 
Fpods that have real meat value, and 
that may be substituted to a. large ex- 
tent for meat, are eggs, cheese, milk 
beans, soy beans, peas, fish and cer- 
eals."In buying poultry, remember that 
fowl and heavy kuinea 
hens 
and 


heavy geese represent more food val- 
ue for the money than chicken, guin- 
ea "keets" that often masquerade as 
game, or ducklings. 
"There are now excellent substi- 


tutes for butter. Use the animal and 
vegetable margarins especially for 
adults, leaving the real butter al-. 
lowance for the children. In cooking 
use fats, whether animal or vege- 
table, sparingly and with judgment. 
Some of the' newer fats that house- 
keepers are becoming familiar with 
are the cotton-seed oils and harden- 
ed cotton-seed fats, the peanut oils 
and the cocanut oils, aid hardened 
fats. 
. 
"Deep frying is more economical 


of fat than sauteing. It is not too 
much to ask every Kitchen Soldier 
to throw away her saute pan, spider j 
or frying pan (all three names are 
used for the same utensil,) at least 
until the end of the war..By that time 
it will 'be safe to say she will never 
return It to service. 
"The sugar situation is easing con- 


siderably, but canning time is ap- 
proaching, therefore continue the use 
of sirups in quantity in order to con- 
serve sugar for canning in which it 
is not easy to use substitutes. 


"And finally and moat important of. 


all: Adopt a tolerant attitude of mind 
in facing new conditions, that will 
enable you to accept and use the new 
foods as they come on the market, 
giving them-'at' least the one fair 
trial that they deserve." 


No Cure lor Fowl Cholera. 


"There is no cure'that I know of 


for fowl cholera," says rofessor H. E. 
Embleton of A. and M. College. "My 
reconTmendation would bo to kill off 
and burn or deeply bury all of the 
affected birds. 
"If your poultry house is station- 


ary, or if the birds are in the habit 
of roosting in one spot, I should see 
•to it that there is a change made so 
that tho birds get on fresh ground. 
I would build a colony house with 
runners underneath it so that this 
colony house could be moved around 
next year. Before moving the house 
I would disinfect it thoroughly with a 
10 per cent solution of sheep or cat- 
tle dip. A little potassium perman- 
ganate In the water, just enough to 
give it a good pink color, would help 
materially as a preventive with the 
well birds."
